3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Concerning claims 1-9, 1 1-17, 19-29, 31-40, 47-48, 50-54, and 56-62, no prior art has 
been found teaching or suggesting the rare-earth metal cryptate of formula I recited in claim 1, 
which is covalently bonded to an ohgonucleotide. 

The closest prior art is the reference of Sessler et al* Sessler et al. disclose that the metal 
complex is covalently coupled with amine, thiol or hydroxyl linked to oligonucleotides (See 
column 8, lines 5-9 or Fig. 3A-3C). However, the metal complex does not have the chemical 
structure as recited in claim 1.
